The Psalmist David, in the 133d 
Psalm, calls our attention by saying,

come together the vapor in the form 
of dew will descend upon the vegeta- 
tion which will cause it to become 
vigorous and strong enough to go thru 
another long, hot day. So it is with 
UNITY, it surely has marvelous ef- 
fect upon those who come in contact 
with it. | am sure that was what made 
the Twenty-third Annual Assembly of 
the Churches of God so great—it was 
UNITY.

While at the Assembly a few weeks 
ago, we had the pleasure of meeting so 
many old friends from different parts 
of the country, and the one question 
that confronted me was, “Why don’t 
you write to the Evangel any more?” 
My answer was, “I have been too busy 
with other phases of the _ Lord’s 
work,” but I am wondering if I have 
not failed God along this line. Any 
way I promised my friends and the 
Lord I would write more. 

I am going to write this time on 
the subject that lies nearest my heart, 
aNd to my opinion is the greatest need 
of the Church of God. When I say 
“young people” I mean from early 
childhood on up to our grownup boys 
and girls. 

For over a year I have been cor- 
responding with Bro. Lee (who has 
now gone to his reward) in regard to 
the young people’s work, and he was 
greatly interested along this line. 
While he was at Weatherford, Texas 
and at Lawton, Okla., we talked and 
planned for a Young People’s Union to 
be organized in the Church of God, 
and he had planned to write some 
pieces on the subject to the Evangel, 
but took sick and failed to get his 
thoughts to you. Here is a letter I re- 
ceived from him after he returned 
from the West. 


“Dear Sister Harrison: 

I have not lost interest in the 
young people’s work and [ believe 
your suggestion is a good one, but I 
have not been getting along well since 
I returned, in fact I have been in much 
worse condition. People have been 
praying every day, and I am hoping 
to be ready for the Assembly. I have 
been thinking of writing some in the 
Evangel about the young people’s 





work, but have not gotten to it yet.”) 


Lee has been called hone, | 
but I am going to try my best to get | 
the thoughts over to you that he de-| 
sired to write about. 

The majority of the young people 
have not yet found their place in the| 
great harvest field which is so white | 
unto harvest. We have a Bible School | 
which is a wonderful place and doing | 
great good, but what about the thous. | 
ands of young people who cannot alt-); 
tend this school? What are we doing | 
fo. them? This is the program for cui 
young people’s work that [ desire (0 
bring to you: 


That we organize a Young People’s 
Union and strive to get a waining 
class started in every church where 
there are enough young peopie. Begin 
with the little tots and give them 
romething to do, Teach them — the 
Bible, and make them tcel their shes 
in the work of the Church, There are 
so many things they ean do. Mak 
them feel their share of the financial 
burdens of the Church and soon they 
will be saving their pennies instead 
of spending them Joolishly. Have a 
little program occasionally and invilt 
the parents to hear them. Nothing 
will interest the parents quicker than 
to know that their little ones are be 
ing trained. (I mean, the right kind 
of parents.) Give them something def- 
inite to do. Tell them you’re expecting 
them to raise $5.00 on the building ol 
the new church, or the repairing of 
the church, whatever the case may be. 
It may have to come out of “daddy's 
pocket” bur it'll mean much to them. 
Svon Johnny’ and Mary’s chureh life 
will mean more than all the things 
of the world could mean to them. 

Then, our older boys «wid 
many of them, who have been taken 
right out of the rollicking world and 
have given up all for Jesus need to 
get busy for the Lord. The old say 
ing ‘the idle brain is the devil’s work- 
shop,” is certainly true, and the rea 
son sO many of our young people 
backslide is because they are not put 
to work. All they find to do in many 
cases is attend church with the older 
people and usually the older people 
take the lead and the young people 
are made to wonder, “what use am I 
any way!” Faith is a wonderful thing 
to have, and we must have that to 
please God, but faith without works 
is dead, so the Bible tells us. I love 
to see people shout, but the ring soon 
dies out to me if those who shout 
just sit down and fold their harids, 


girls, 





when the call is so strong to pray 
that the Lord will send forth laborers. 
He is expecting us to do our best to 


train these bright, young people for 
Him. Many of them are “diamonds in 
the rough” and only need our hand 
to polish them till they shine out for 
Jesus. 

Ii we had a Churchwide Union so 
that all of these young people’s train- 
ing classes would be linked together 
and given a place in the Church pro- 
gram I believe in a few years you 
would be surprised at the results. The 
old saying is still true, “There is 
strength in union.’’ We hear the ques 
tion so often, Why do we not have 
more missionaries on the  foreigu 
field? If we are the true and only 
Church, as many believe and teach, 
and if the Bride shall come out of the 
Church of God, then we must hasten 
to obey that last command, Go ye in- 
to all the world and preach the Gos- 
pel to every creature. [ believe this 
greac Young Ye*nle’s Union would 
solve our problem and that many 
would 20 cut as missionaries from this 
Union, Each state should have iis 
work, also eacK district. We should 
have our district and state Youug Peo 
ple’s Conventions, and special atten 
tion should be given the young people 
at the State Campmeetings, and they 
should have an afternoon or evening 
at every Assembly. This would answe: 
our social problem among our young 
people. It would give them the privi- 
lege of knowing the young people in 
other places. I have often heard this 
expression from young men and wo- 
men from the small churches where 
the young people are scarce, “I’d like 
to go to church with my parents, but 
there are Do young people in the 
Church of God so I must go. else- 
where to find my young companions.” 
Soon they are married to9 sOme un- 
saved man or woman and are lost to 
God and the Church. Whose fault is

SMALL THINGS 


L. A. Richard ‘ 

“For who hath despised: the day of 
small things’” Zech, 4:10. 

We have just passed the Twenty- 
third Annual Assembly of the Church- 
es of God, which was wonderful. I 
have missed about three 
since the first and I can truly say 
that this was the greatest of all in 
many ways. O, such unity and love 
existed thru the entire Assembly. 

Just think, it was only a few years 
ago when the first Assembly was 
held in a cottage home in North Caro- 
lina and one poor old woman did the 
cooking for all the Assembly, for 
there were only about twenty persons 
in attendance at that Assembly, prob- 
ably about five preachers, but what 
will it be in a few more years if Jesus 
tarries and all the members and 
preachers do their best? The church 
of course has come thru some dark 
places, but thank God, it came thru 
them and didn’t stay in them. Every- 
thing that has been worth while has 
had its trials and battles. Think of 
Methodism and where it started and 
what great trials its founder had. 

Let us study the life of John Wes 
ley. He was born in England in a lit- 
tle town called Epworth, June 14, 1703. 
His father was a minister and a good 
man. Once his enemies set fire to his 
home and little John had a narrow 
escape, but he seemed to be a chosen 
vessel of God, so his life was spared 
and God began to use him at an early 
age. He stood for some of the things 
which the Church of God stands for 
to-day. He not only believed and 
taught justification, but he also taught 
sanctification as well. He believed in 
holy living and of course, like it is 
today, there were many who did not 
believe in holiness so John Wesley 
had to suffer many things because of 
his religion. He knew what it was to 
make his bed en the ground and many 
times eat blackberries for food. He 
also knew what it was for mobs to 
take him out from his staying place 
and march him all night long. Often 
it seemed that there was no way for 
him to escape death, but of course 
God took care of him. Once when he 
returned to his old home place and to 
the church where he had gone when 
a boy and where his father had 
preached, they refused to let him 
preach his doctrine of holiness so he 
walked out and steod on his father’s 
tombstone and preached to the peo- 
ple. 

At. the first Methodist confer. 
ence ever held, there were only six 
clergymen. This was June 25, 1744 
and in the year 1791, the year John 
Wesley died, there were five hundred 
and eleven preachers, and one hun- 
dred twenty thousand members. He 
lived to be eighty-eight years old and 
his last words were, “Best of all, the 
Lord is with us.” When Methodism 
was one hundred years old there were 
three thousand four hundred and 
twelve preachers, and ‘one million one 
hundred and twelve thousand five 
hundred and nineteen members. 

We see the Church of God in its in- 
fancy, but see where it has come from 
in the past twenty-three years—from 
twenty members to about twenty-five 
thousand members. What will 
it be in one hundred years if Jesus 
tarries? A-few years ago people 
would mock and say that only the 
poorest people were going this way, 
and true enough the most of us are 
poor, but for years John Wesley’s 
work was among the poor and as he 
kept shining for God and lifting the 
stancard of holiness, the best people 
in the world saw he had the right 
thing and they believed and accepted 
the doctrine, so let us lift up our heads 
and keep shining for Jesus for the 
Church of God doctrine is going into 
the best homes in the world to-day 
and the best thinking people in the 
world are not only looking this way. 
but thank God, they are coming this 
way. They know it is right. The mock- 
ers are gone, they are ashamed. Yes, 
the Church of God is right and I, for 
one, feel like going forth this year to 
do my best to make it go.

“Thy kingdom come” is a petition 
that God’s reign of righteousness and 
peace and joy may be set up in our 
hearts, and that we may be enabled 
to extend it by. character, conduct, 
and work in the world around. 

“Thy will be done in earth, as it 
is in heaven” shows to us that God’s 
will is the highest ultimate good of 
all His creatures; that all His laws 
have been devised to bring about this 
result; and.that in proportion, as we 
obey this will, is our true welfare 
promoted. When our will and the 
Father’s are absolutely one, we shall 
know that all things work together 
for our good. 

“Give us this day our daily bread.” 
At first sight, referring to the most 


urgent need of man, we find that this 
petition is only one of sevemal others: 
not the first as the most important, 
not the last as the longest remember- 
ed, but enclosed among those which 
refer to spiritual things, to the es- 
tablishment of God’s kingdom and 
the overthrow of Satan’s. 

“Lead us not into temptation.” It is 
by temptation that we are tried and 
educated; yet we are justified in 
praying to our Father -not to lead 
us into temptation. The temptation 
itself is not sin but we fear that we 
may sin through it, and therefore 
this petition is linked along with 
the next, so as to make of the two, 
one petition. Knowing God’s power, 
we ask Him to deliver us from evil 
that is in th¢ temptation, relying up- 


on His promise that He will not suf- 
fer us to be tried above that we are 
able, but with every temptation will 
provide a way of escape. 
“For thine is the 
kingdom, the power, and the glory 
forever,” is not found in Luke, and 
is omitted in many manuscripts; 
but is an appropriate ending of the 
Lord’s prayer, giving us good grounds 
of encouragement to pray and at the 
same time ascribing all the praise to 
God. It is for His glory that all wor- 
ship is carried on, therefore He will 
hear our prayer and do for us exceed- 
ing abundantly above all that we can 
ask or think.
